POSSE FOLLOWED WITH DOGS 


MOUNT VERNON, O., Oct. 15.—The vault 
of the bank at Danville,.O., was blown 
open early today by a gang of robbers. 
Five charges of dynamite were used and 
the bank building, as well as the vault, was 
wrecked. The explosions aroused the cit- 
izens and a pitched battle took place, dur- 
ing which the thieves, of whom there were 
eight, took to flight. 

They were followed to Buckeye City, 
where they had rigs in readiness and drove 
hurriedly away. Pursuit was at once taken 
up and a number of shots were exchanged, 
until Adrian's woods were reached, where 
the vehicles were abandoned by the rob- 
bers, who sought cover. 

The woods and all roads in the neighbor- 
hood have been placed under guard and it 
is expected that the men will all be cap- 
tured. During the flight a buggy in which 
two of the crooks were riding broke down 


and they were forced to abandon it, rid- 
ing away on the horses. In the buggy was 
found a large quantity of chickens, pota- 
toes and edibles of various kinds, which is 
taken to indicate that the gang intended to 
hide themselves in the wo somewhere 
and camp out until the excitement incident 
to the robbery had died down. 

At least one of the robbers was wounded 
in the fight.

MURDER WOULD FOLLOW FORCE 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 15.—American 
Missionaries Haskell and Baird and United 
States Consul-General Dickinson are trying 
to resume negotiations with the brigands 
for the ransoming of Miss Ellen M. Stone. 

The present whereabouts of the rebber 
band are unknown, but efforts are being 
made through third parties to re-establish 


communication. 

As soon as that is done the Americans 
will seek to make a bargain with the ab- 
ductors to accept as ransom for Miss Stone 
such a sum as shall be within the limits of 
the ublic . subscription raised in the 
United States. j 

The diplomatic corps here believe that 
any attempt to rescue Miss Stone by force 
will result in her murder. 

It is said that when the Stone party was 
captured they were compelled to wade in 
streams up to the Rerin mountain. Miss 
Stone and Mme. Tsilka were hurried up the 
mountain and the other prisoners were re- 
leased next morning. Just before the Stone 

arty appeared the brigands captured a 

urk and battered out his brains with the 
butt ends of guns to prevent him telling 
they were lying in wait. The whole band 
was dieguised as Turkish soldiers. 

The police at Sofia have arrested certain 
suspects, including Paul Genadileff, brother 
of the well-known barrister and deputy. 

Although the time fixed by the brigands 
for the payment of the ransom de- 
manded expired a week ago, no one has 
appeared at Samakoff to claim the money

EVIDENCE CONCERNING BARNET 
WRONGFULLY ADMITTED.

Rolend B. Molineux W as Convicted of 
Causing the Death of Mrs. Kate 
A. Adams by Means of Poi- 
son Intended to Kill 
Harry Cornish. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 15.—The Court of 
Appeals has granted a new. trial to Roland 
B. Molineux, under sentence of death. 

Molineux was convitted of the murder of 
Catherine P. Adams by means of poison. 
According to the evidence at the time of 
his conviction sey se sent pol- 
son through the mails to Harry 
Cornish, .the club's instructor in ath- 
letics, because of a grudge growing out 
of the contest over the control of certain 
matters within the organization. This poi- 
son, which was contained in.a bottle of 
what was supposed to be headache medi- 
cine, was taken by Cornish to Mrs. Adams’ 
home, where he boarded. Mrs. Adams 
complained on Dec, 28, 1898, of feeling ill, 
and some of the supposed headache medi- 
cine was given her. The death of Mrs. 
Adams followed in a few minutes. An in- 
vestigation showed that she had died of 
cyanide of mercury poisoning. — 

Forming a part of the procution‘s testi- 
mony against Molineux was the charge 
that Molineux caused the death of H. C. 
Barnet, a former friend, by means similar 
to those which he is alleged to have set 
on foot for the destruction of Cornish. Bar- 
net had been attentive to Mrs. Molineux 
prior to her marriage to Molineux. ; 

The trial, which was a famous legal bat- 
ale, began on Novy. 14, 1899. It took 12 days 
to get the jury, 57 days to try the case, 39 
days to take the testimony and;8,419 pages 
of testimony and 2,014,750 words were taken, 


Grounds for Granting 
the New Trial. 

The court grants a new trial on a pre- 
vailing opinion written by Judge Werner 
of Rochester, his principal ground being 
that the lower court erred in admitting 
evidence ag to another alleged crime, the 
death of Barnet’ and thus. merged two 
issues, | ; 

Justices Parker, Haight and Gray did not 
believe that the Barnet evidence should 
be kept entirely out of the case., 

Judges Werner, Bartlett, Vann and 
O’Brien concurred in the prevailing opin-} 
ion, and for the expunging of the Barnet 
testimony. The court gave out a condensed 
statement of the. reasons for granting a 
new trial. It says: 

“Every member of the court of appeals 
agrees for the reversal of the judgment of 
conviction of Molineux on the gone that 
the trial court erred in receiving In evi- 
dence the declarations of Barnet made to 
Drs. Phillips and Douglas that he had re- 
ceived Kuttnow powders through the mail. 
“All agree that since the amendment of 
section 2 of chapter 86 of the laws of 1880 
by chapter 555 of the laws of 1888 genuine 
writings may be received in evidence as 
standards of comparisons with a disputed 
writing, although such writing may not 
the issue on trial, but simply a fact rele- 
vant and material to that issue.

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THE GRADE CROSSING PERIL 
On Saturday of last week the Post-Dispatch called attention 
to the constant, deadly peril of grade crossings. On*Friday a 


} street car ran into a moving train at Broadway and Tesson 


street. The strvet car brake failed to work, and several pas- 
sengers narrowly escaped death in the wreck of the car. 

Commenting on this, the Post-Dispatch urged that laws should 
be passed compelling the street railway companies to equip all 
street cars with brakes that will be effective on the new style 
of heavy’ electric cars, and that grade crossings be abolished, 
through legislation, at the earliest possible date. 

As if to emphasize this suggestion, another accident of the kind 
occurred Monday, at Seventh dnd Pestajozzi. Ten persons were 
injured more or less seriously. 

In this case, as in the other, it was little short of a miracle 
that no one was killed. Accidents of this character present all 
the conditions for a frightful catastrophe. 

What are ‘the street railway companies doing to make street 
car travel at’ gradc crossings safer? Have the motormen and 
conductors been warned to exercise extraordinary care at such 
crossings? Are brakes on all cars that will cross steam railWay 
tracks inspected carefully before each trip? 

No charge of contributory negligence can be made against any 
passenger who may, be injured in an accident of this kind. Sure- 
ly it is to the interest of the street railway companies to put a 
stop to collisions between street cars ang trains. Grade cross- 
ings and ineffective brakes must go, but meanwhile the public 
should be safeguarded by the street railway corporations by 
every possible precaution.

A FINAL CENSUS REPORT. 


-The final census report of the population by sex, nativity and 
color, an abstract of which is printed in the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch, contains some interesting statistics. 

In a total population of 76,303,387 there are 39,059,242 males and 
$7,244,145 females; 61.2-and 48.8 per cent respectively. ‘There is 
a slight increase in the proportion of ‘females since 1890. The 
total increase in population, 13,233,631, or 21 per cent, is made up 
of 6,744,179 males and 6,489,452 females, an increase of 20.9 and 
21.1 per cent respectively. 

The proportion of. foreign born persons has slightly dimin- 
ished. There are of these 10,460,085, or 13.7 per cent of the total 
population. In 1890 this element amounted to 14.8 per cent. The 
absolute increases of the foreign born was 1,151,994, while the na- 
tive born rose by 12,081,637. - 

In 1900 there were 66,990,802 white persons and 9,312,585 colored. 
Of these latter 88&40,789 were persons of negro descent, 109,050 
Chinese, 85,986 Japanese, 266,760 Indians, as against 7,488,788 ne- 
groes, 126,778 Chinese, 14,399 Japanese and 273,607 Indians in 1890. 

whe increase in white population in ten years is 21.4 per cent, 
in colored 17.8 per cent. Negroes have increased 18.1 per cent, 
Japanese 497.2 per cent, the Chinese have lost 6.1 per cent and 
Indians 2.7 per cént. 

The proportion of colored population to the total is 12.2 per 
cent as against 12.5 per cent in 1890. This is a slight variation 
from earlier reports, which indicated a proportion of 11.58 in 1900, 

On the whole, the changes seem to have been normal. There 
are no noteworthy departures from the natural course of things.

Wilh CAT RIFLE 


Fred Hagemeier. 


With a cat rifle James Huggins, 14 years 
old, shot and fatally wounded Fred Hage- 
meler, also 14 years old, just outside the 
Dupont Shooting Park in St. Louls County 
Sunday afternoon. 

Hagemeier was taken to the Baptist San- 
itarium, where he died Monday morning. 

He tived in Easton Heights and Huggins 
lives in Schofield place, about a mile dis- 
tant. 

The body was sent to the morgue and 
Deputy Coroner Boogher began an inquest. 
But, on taking the statement of Mrs. Min- 
nie Hagemeier, the dead boy’s mother, he 
notified the police to request the county of- 
ficials to arrest Huggins and to summons 
the other witnesses to the hearing. 

Huggins and Hagemeler were close 
friends. Fred Hagemeier and his 16-year- 
old brother, Willie, went to Huggins’ home 
Sunday morning to pass the day. They ate 
dinner together and in the afternoon went 
out to gather nuts. 

It was about 4 o’clock when they re- 
turned. Huggins had a cat rifle which his 
mother presented him last Christmas. It 
is known as an “air gun.”’ Huggins pro- 


posed that they go down to Dupont Park 
and shoot pigeons.
